Herlin.  desiKuing  to  estal)lish  "chapiers"  all  over 
the  world.  The  first  of  these  was  the  result  of  a 
lecture  delivered  l)y  liim  in  Oakland.  Dr.  Khell. 
dyiuK  shortly  after  this,  the  Oakland  ladies  decid- 
ed to  chauKt^  their  name  to  the  Khell  Society,  and 
to  sever  its  connection  with  Berlin.  The  follow- 
ing year  the  system  of  study  in  classes  was  inaug- 
urated, which  has  secured  the  permanence  and 
success  of  the  institution.  In  ls!»4.  several  mem- 
bers of  the  Oakland  Society  who  had  moved  to 
Southern  California  united  with  the  Los  AnK<'les 
ladies  to  form  an  Ebell  Society  there.  A  month 
later  the  Ebell  Society  of  the  Santa  Ana  Valley 
was  organized  at  a  meeting  called  by  Mrs.  \V.  S. 
Hartlett.  and  held  in  the  parlors  of  .Mrs.  .1.  R.  Med- 
lock.  in  Santa  Ana.  Forty  ladies  were  present

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The  Year's  Work 

During  the  past  two  years  Ebell,  in  common 
with  most  women's  clubs  throughout  the  country 
proved  the  vahie  of  organized  womanhood  in  its 
prompt  and  able  handling  of  the  problems  pre- 
sented to  it  by  the  great  war.  Ebell  women, 
singly  and  in  organized  groups,  gave  freely  of 
their  time,  strength  and  money  to  the  Red  Cross, 
to  the  Food  Conservation  work,  were  valued  and 
useful  members  of  the  Council  of  Defense,  and 
worked  unsparingly  in  Liberty  Loan  and  Thrift 
Stamp  campaigns.  Many  sections  devoted  their 
entire  time  to  war  work. 

The  Ebell  Society  owns  over  twenty-two  hun- 
dred dollars'  worth  of  war  securities.  Several 
sections  own  Liberty  Bonds  or  Thrift  Stamps, 
and  individual  Ebell  members  were  heavy  pur- 
chasers. 

A  substantial  fund  has  been  sent  to  France 
to  Miss  Anna  Mae  Laird  for  soldier  relief  work. 
The  Day  Nursery  has  received  its  usual  support, 
both  in  money  and  in  gifts. 

Ebell  has  had  many  excellent  programs  dur- 
ing the  past  season,  and  is  looking  forward  to  a 
year  of  increased  usefulness,  of  pleasant  recrea- 
tion, and  to  an  ever-increasing  membership  roll. 
During  the  year  twenty-five  new  members 
have  been  received,  making  the  Club's  member- 
ship now  two  hundred  and  eighty-four.

Many  childion  have  been  cared  for  throuKh 
the  year,  while  their  mothers  lound  employment 
in  housework,  packing  houses,  the  woolen  mill 
and  in  the  ai>ricotb  and   walnuts.

.\ursery  has  cared  for  from  IS  to  .">()  children  a 
day.  e.\cei)t  in  the  month  of  October,  when  it  was 
closed  on  account  of  the  inlluen/.a.  The  children 
receive  a  good  hot  meal  at  noon  and  luncheon  at 
4:<Mi  1).  m. 

All  sections  of  the  Hhell,  the  Chiirch.'S. 
schools,  other  organizations,  and  the  general  pub- 
lic have  been  very  generous  in  their  donations, 
for  which  the  Committee  extends  its  thanks,  real- 
izing that  there  have  been  so  many  other  deman  Is 
on  account  of  the  war.

DeiiartiiU'iU  work  is  one  of  \hv  most  vital 
forces  in  Kbell  life,  and  the  fact  that  the  season 
of  191S1019  closes  with  a  good  nienibership  and 
splendid  interest  in  all  sections  si)eaks  wtdl  for 
the  (inality  of  the  work  done. 

The  Music  Section  was  |>atriniic  with  :i  pro- 
gram devoted  to  tlu'  Allies,  while  our  new  Drauui 
Section  laid  emphasis  on  the  work  of  American 
Dramatists.  The  life,  work  and  influence  of  a 
seh'cted  number  of  prose  and  verse  writers  were 
studied  by  the  Tustin  Literature  Section.  At  its 
weekly  meetings  tlu'  French  Section  has  used  an 
up-to-date  and  delightful  little  volume  as  a  guide 
in  study  and  conversation.  The  Trav(d  Sections 
have  left  their  itinerary  to  the  whim  of  the  mo- 
ment and  thus  have  unearthed  many  charming 
and  unusual  jaunts. 

With  one  section  devoting  a  half  year's  study 
to  period  furniture,  the  other  economics  sections 
have  occupied  their  time  wifli  various  tojjics 
growing  out   of  the  war. 

Two  sections  have  served  luncheons  at  each 
meeting,  while  all  have  enjoyed  many  social 
hours. 

Almost  every  section  has  some  pet  i»hilan- 
thropy.  During  the  war  the  Liberty  Loans.  Red 
Cross.  Armenian  Relief  and  kindred  objects  re- 
ceived active  support  both  in  time  and  money, 
and  our  own  Day  Nursery  is  always  a  most  popu- 
lar cause.  Three  French  orphans  have  also  been 
adopted. 

A  large  majority  of  our  membership  is  inter- 
ested in  one  or  more  departments,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  the  slogan,  "every  member  a  section  mem- 
ber." may  become  a  reality,  for  in  the  sections 
many  profitable  study  hours  and  many  pleasant 
friendships  are  to  be  found.

First — that  the  name  of  said  corporation  is

Second  That  the  purpose  for  which  said  cor- 
poration is  formed  is  for  the  mutual  improvement 
of  its  members  in  literature,  art.  social  culture, 
and  the  discussion  of  the  vital  (piestions  of  the

Dues  and    Fees 

Section  1.  The  membership  fee  shall  be  five 
dollars  ($5.()0).  The  annual  dues  shall  be  four 
dollars   ($4.00). 

Section  2.  The  dues  shall  be  paid  semi-annu- 
ally, on  or  before  the  regular  October  meeting 
and  on  or  before  the  regular  March  meeting.

ARTICLE  XI 
Elections 
Section  1.  A  nominating  committee,  consist- 
ing of  two  members  nominated  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  three  members  nominated  from 
the  floor,  shall  be  chosen  at  the  regular  meeting 
in  February,  to  report  at  the  regular  meeting  in 
March.  The  nominating  committee  shall  report 
one  or  more  nominees  for  each  office,  and  six  or 
more  nominees  for  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  nominating  committee  may  receive,  up 
to  ten  days  before  the  regular  meeting  in  March, 
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noniinatinK  petitions  for  any  oflice  or  dirt'ctor, 
\hv  said  petition  to  have  fifteen  signatures  of 
nuMnl)ers  in  good  standing  in  the  Society.  Can- 
didates thus  nominated  nuist  be  reported  by  the 
nominating   eommittee. 

Section  '2.  The  annual  meeting  for  tlie  elec- 
tion of  oflicers  and  directors  for  the  ensuing  year 
shall  be  held  on  the  last  Monday  in  April  at  the 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Section  :i.  Elections  shall  be  by  ballot  and  a 
majority  of  all  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  for 
flection. 

Section  1.  All  othcM-rs  and  directors  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  one  ye;ir.  They  shiill  as- 
sunu'  their  duties  July   1st. 

Section  f).  No  member  shall  be  eligil)le  tor 
re-election  to  the  same  oftice.  excepting  that  of 
TreMsurer.   tor   more   than   two   consecutive  terms.

ARTICLE  XV 
Class  Rules 
Section   1.  The  study  of  special  subjects  may 
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be  carried  on  in  sections  formed  and  managed  ac- 
cording to  the  following  rules: 

Rule  1.  All  members  of  sections  must  be 
members  of  the  main  society.  Gentlemen  may  be 
admitted  as  guests  to  evening  classes  on  invita- 
tion of  members.  Associate  and  visiting  mem- 
bers may  be  admitted  as  members  of  classes  on 
invitation  of  membeis  of  the  classes. 

Rule  2.  A  leader  for  each  section  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  members  of  the  section,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  General  Curator.  Her 
duties  shall  be  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
section,  plan  the  course  of  study  and  make  an  an- 
nual report  of  the  study  and  advancement  of 
the  section  to  the  General  Curator  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  annual  meeting  in  June. 

Rule  3.  Only  regular  members  in  good  stand- 
ing may  be  eligible  to  hold  any  office  in  any  sec- 
tion. 

Rule  4.  Special  teachers  may  be  employed  by 
sections. 

Rule  5.  No  section  shall  have  power  to  incur 
any  indebtedness  or  liability  binding  upon  the 
society,  but  shall  defray  all  of  its  expenses  not 
authorized  in  detail  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Rule  6.  Sections  with  a  limited  membership 
shall  receive  new  menrbers  in  the  order  in  which 
applications  to  such  sections  have  been  made  to 
the  General  Curator. 

ARTICLE  XVI

All  meetings  of  this   Society  and  of  the  Exe-
